The Rebels, ‘*So-Calied.°’ 


The Rradical newspapers say that the 
rebela hate got possession of the press of 
Kentucky. It must be borne in mind, 
however, that under the Radical construc- 
tion of our mother tonguc, ali who are not 
Radicals are rebels. Holden, of North 
Carolina, and Brown, of Georgia—both of 
whom were original secessionists and ex- 
cellent rebels so long as there was any 
chance for Dixie—are no longer rebels, be- 
cause they have turned Radical. They have 
purged themselves by swallowing the 
frog of reconstruction. They can now 
take the test oath or any otlrer oath. They 
swear in Radical English or Saxon English 
as they will, and sing out loyal in a “ most 
pleasant and melancholy" tones. Hence 
when the Radicals say that the ‘rebels 
“riot like wolves” in Kentucky, 
they use a figurative  expres- 
sion; for Wolford and Bramlette, and an 
hundred gallant Union soldiers, have sud- 
denly become rebelsin Radical parlance- 
Let us assume, however, for the sake of ar- 
gument, that every newspaper in Kentucky, 
and in the South, is conducted by rebels; 
or rather, to put the case more accurately, 
by persons who were rebels, “so-called,” 


-during the war; and what does it prove? 


No man can pass through a great war 
without learning something. War, like 
colleges and «travel, liberalizes and ed- 
ucates the man who takes part in, it. He 
cannot remain unchanged, and at the end 
he realizes the situation far more acutely 
than the man who has staid at home 
Thus it is often said, and we do not doubt 
with perfect truth, that the soldiers of both 
armies would have been the best peace- 
makers. Why so? Because they were 
brave men, generous men, honest men. A 
man does not go fora soldier of his- own 
accord if he have not stuff in him. The 
soldiers who fought each: other long and 
well had reason mutually to admire and 
trust cach other. All the violence since 
the war on either side has come from 
civilians or non- -fighting soldiers. The 
lberal men of the period are those 
who were sincere Union men and sincere 
Confederates; and, as a general rule, the 
Confederates haye been much more tem- 
perate in urging their demands than their 
friends, the Union men. The Confederate 
feels that he’has been wronged and cheated; 
but then hé did not expect much. The 
Union men thal.they..had aright to 
expect what they fought for—the restora- 
tion of the Union—and they are naturally 
incensed that, instead of the restoration of 
the Union, they are thrust to oné sidaby 
fire-side saints and stay-at-home patri 
while reconstruction hovers over the land 
and shoddy rules the roost. Original and 
consistent Union men are accordingly more 
vehement in their denunciations of the 
Radical policy than original and consistent 
rebels, who are willing to make large sac- 
rifices for the sake of peace. 

Asa matter of just reasoning, however, 
the argument and not the orator ought to 
be considered. Is reconstruction just? Is 
the policy of Congress fair? Do the acts 
of the Radicals lead to peace? These are 
the points to be investigated in a candid 
spirit and without regard to personal ante- 
cedents or partisan relations. The Repub- 
lican party professes to believe in free 
speech, and when a rebel speaks, if he does 
not speak as it wishes him, it denounces 
him. The Republican party professes to 
be an advocate of peace, and it goes about 
its work by proscribing every one in the 
South who is not a Radical. In a word, it 
is reduced to this: if you tail to agree with 
& Radical in matters of religion, it is trea- 
son to God. If you fail to agree with him 
in political opinion, it is treason to the 
State. This is the spirit that we are now 
fighting. It is comnion to hear Radical 
orators declare that the Democratic party 
has no policy beyond a general opposition 
to the Republican party. It might be said 
with much more justice that ‘the Republi- 
can party has no policy but that of pro- 
scribing all who oppose it.

one-half of that to Cincinnati, we could 
not divert the ttade to this city certainly 
partakes of the nonsensical and the absurd. 
The road being a branch of the Ohio & 
Mississippi, from this city to St.’ Louis 
would be nearly an air-line route. It would 
then bécome the great thoroughfare be- 
tween Central Kentucky and St. Louis, and 
the value of its business world be im- 
mensely enhanced upon the completion of 
the proposed line of railroad from Louis- 
ville into the State of Virginia. All the 
freights for the Northwest via Louisville 
would pass over this road, and every rail- 
road and sieamboat line centering at Louis- 
ville from the South would become a feeder 
to this new route to St. Louis, because of 
its shortness and directness. 

The strictures of our correspondent upon 
the lack of enterprice exhibited by the 
merchants of Louisville in not trying to 
build up a trade in Indiana—if such is the 
case—have no bearing upon the merits of 
the enterprise. There are many back- 
woods districts in this Western country 
whose entire population, probably, have 
never seen the inside of a school-house or 
a ehurch; but this fact is not regarded by 
enterprising people as conclusive evidence 
that no necessity exists for these institu- 
tions in those sections. 

One great reason why Louisville has not 
heretofore secured her proper share of the 
trade of Indiana is because the Ohio river

presented an obstacle to the shipment of 


ireight and the convenience of travel. This, 
we are aware, should not have been re- 
garded as asolid objection, but man is a 
lazy animal, and, other things being equal, 
or nearly so, he will go to that point to 
trade whose means of transit set him down 
at his destination “without change of cars 
or break of bulk.’ With the completion of 
the Ohio river bridge at this point will dis- 
appear this objectionable feature, and then, 
with proper railroad facilities to Indiana, 
we shall be much mistaken in the stuff our 
merchants are made of if a large propor- 
tion of the trade from that region does not 
come to this city.

I 
did not find a man—and I inquired—who had 
ever been in Louisville. Not a merchant had 
ever bought a dollar's worth of goods here, 
and when I expressed my surprise at this, per- 
haps reproachfully, one rather apologetically 
stated be bought his candies in New Albany. 
Cincinnati, St. Louis, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
and Lafayette supplied them with goods, Cin- 
cinnati mainly and little Lafayette pretty large- 
ly. They were surprised at the population of 
Louisville. They knew there was such a 
town somewhere but seomed to think it was 
some out of the way sort of place of minor 
importance—and I began to think it was, 

I asked if none of our merchants ever called 
on them? ‘‘No.’’ Or sent circulars? ‘‘No.”? Or 
crummers? “No; never saw a drummer from 
Louisviile.”’ ‘Do you ever have them here 
from Cincinnati?” ‘Cincinnati! Lord, yes— 
all the time. One down here at the tavern 
now.”’

This latitude was visited by the first venuine 
touch of winter, 1868, yesterday. It was a keen 
specimen, too, we can assure our friends in 
the balmy tropics.

HE PLEADS HIS OWN CASE. 


‘And Tells Some Wondertul Steries 


of the Freaks of Sympathetic 
Influence. 


A STRANGE PHENOMENON. 


A gentleman named Robert Sadler was ar. 
raigned before his honor Judze Brace, in the 
Cirenit Court yesterday, on a writ of Iunatico 
inquirendo, The case is a very peculiar onc, 
and it is admitted that he is perfectly sane on 
all subjects save one, and that is animal mnag- 
netism or mesmerism, and on that he enter- 
teins the most radical and extravagant ideas. 

Mr. Sadler is an Englishman by birth, is 
about 55 years of age, above the medium hizht 
of men, sallow complexion, light frame, hair 
slightly mixed with gray, and a mciancholy 
expression of the countenance that scemed to 
indicate that he had buffeted many storms and 
troubles in life. 

The writ was sned out in no malice, it seems, 
for the prosecution was couducted by Colonel 
Phil. Lee in the most liberal and gentlemanly 
manner, and with the greatcst respect to the 
gentieman’s feelings. He, however, alleges 
that it is instigated to deprive him of an inher 


| itance that falls to him from his parents m Eug 
sioned and ceaseless eloquence of a love. | 


land, who are very wealthy. 

He lives three miles from Louisville on the 
Cane ran road; is a man of excellent eluca- 
tion, and converses freely and rationally on 
the most difficult subjects of science and 
literature. He was for many years“a school- 
teacher in that neighborhood, where he has 
lived for thirt® years, and borne a good reputa- 
tion cs such. Among the witnesses were Gov. 
Meriwether, -Dr. Bell, and;other prominent 
citizens, who all testified to his industry, 
ability and sanity, except ev the onc subject 
of mcsmerism, and confessed that on that he 
went far beyond all of whom they had ever 
heard. He conducted the ‘case on his side 
principally by himself, and waz assisted by 
Mr. Buford Twyman, and showed cven more 
than ordinary ability. 

He admited all that was said in regard to 
his ideas on mesmerism, and advanced them in 
a plainand able manner to the jury. After 
the testimony was finished he held a conversa- 
tion with Col. Lee in the presence of the 
court, and related many incideuts of his life, 
wherein this sympathetic influence bad acted 
upou him. He stated that he hada great re- 
pugnance to lis theory though he belicved it 
true, and thought it hard that one man should 
sufler on account of the ills of others. He 
seys he believes more in animal magnetism 
than in spiritualism. When any one with 
whom he is connected by this magnetism is hurt 
he can feel the pain though he does not know 
that itis as acute. Te once felt the burning 
progress of aknife cutting in his side, and ex- 
perienced inexpressible agonies, and after- 
wards learned that just such an operation as 
he had experienced had been performed the 


| Same day at the hospital iu this city. 


Once he was sitting in the midst of his 
family, on a quiet Sabbath afternoon, when he 
was seized by a crushing sensation in his 
shoulder, and imagined the crushed bones dis- 
tinctly in his shoulder and arm, and suffered 
ibe eonsequent pain, though nothing appar- 
ently to the sight was the matter with his 
limb, and next day the city papers brought 
him the news of a man being thrown under 
the wheels of an omnibus and having his 
shoulder and arm broken. 

At another time, while an operation on the 
throat of a person was being performed in the 
hospital here he felt distinctly°the operation 
being made and the tube being thrust into his 
throat. This continued three or four days, 
and he afterwards learned of tlic similar opera- 
tion being actually performed. 

One day, while passing into his dining-room, 


| he was suddenly overcome and fell backwards 


insensible on the floor, severely bruising his 
This time he suffered no pain whatever, 
and on consciousness returning he found 
bis family around him busied in efforts to 
restore him. He felt much anxiety in regard 
to this unusual case, and questioned members 
of his family closely as to whether there was 
any convulsions or frothing of the mouth, but 
there were no indications of anything more 
than an ordinary fainting spell. Some weeks 
since he detected a slight identity of epilepsy, 
but not very serious. 

While at the farther end of his field one 
day he heard the fire bells ringing, and was 
warned that there was a fire which would do 
him some injury, and on coming to his house 
found the kitchen in a blaze. 

One day he was made aware of an abortion 
being committed by the agency of this sym- 
pathy, and told persons near him that some 
rascality was being committed. He felt the 
keen passes of the knife as it penctrated and 
suffered agony as iatense as if the operation 
were really being performed-upon him. This 
was also verified by the arrest of parties in the 
neighborhood a few days after for abortion. It 
was learned that the deed was committed on 
the came day and atthe same hour that he 
suffered the pain. 

One evening about sunset he felt a bullet 
strike him in the forehead, and though he was 
not shocked or knocked down, suffered as 
much pain. In five minutes after his little 
nephew eame running to the house with the 
news that aman had been shot a short dis- 
iance from his house. 

Very often he feels a glass of whisky at bis 
lips, and can even emell it though there is 
nothing of the kind near. This, he says, re- 
sults from the sympathctic influence existing 
between him and the person at the time.. Col. 
Lee hire inquired if it smelt and tasted the 


_ same as if it were really so, when Mr. Sadler 


jocularly remarked that “anyway he would 
rather be the principal.”’ 

These, he said, were only a few of the many 
incidents of the kind that occurred to him 
curing his life, and said he did not expect that 
those who were not subject to this influence 
would gredit such stories, but thcy were as 
true agi manifest to him as common day de- 
ings ap to ordinary people. 

Wh@ questioned as tv reports that he 
wouldé get up in the night and scream and 
wake the inmates of the house, he said that 
often the pain occasioned by the hufting of 
some one with whom he was connected was 
+o gicat that it was impossible for him to 
avoid giving vent to his agony in screams, just 
as any ene else would. He felt the pain 
cqually as severe as the principal—that is, the 
come who is actually hurt. In reply to a ques- 
tion, he said he had no way of fiuding out 
whether distance destroys the effect of the 
sympathy or not, as he could not tell how far 
away from him the principal was at the time 
of the sensation. 

After a lengthy and pleasant conversation 
with Col. Lee and the jury, in which he ar- 
gued his views so well that he destroyed in 
the minds of his hearers the credulity that 
would exist with the reader. He talked so 
rationally and was so confident in his asser- 
tions that for the time all within his 
hearing seemed converts to his strange 
theory. He seemed indignant at being 
taken from the bosom of his family and 
dragged here before a_ criminal trib- 
unal on such a charge for entertaining 
opinions no more in advance of the age, and 
consequently no more monstrous than those 
of Socrates, who was persecuted by the igno- 
rant, but whom the progress of enlightenment 
and knowledge proved to be correct. He had 
lived in Kentucky thirty years ; had with his 
own hands clearedand cultivated his farm, and 
now when he has settled himself down tospend 
the few remainder of his days in the enjoy- 
ment of the little fortune which he has by bard 
labor accumulated, it is hard that he 1s not 
allowed to do so in this country of a boasted 
frec speech and free press. 

The jury retired and, after being out about 
an hour, returned and reported that they could 
pot agree, when they were discharged.

CUFFEE AND DINAH. 


Their Namerous "Family of Slaggards 
in Louisville. 


On general principles, the everlasting African 
is not a very useful citizen, just now, at any 
rate. He is sadly prome to vagebondism and 
all its attendant evils. Such we know to be 
bis leading propensitice as developed here. 
The city is more completely overran with 
Sambo and his progeny at present than ever 
before. They swarm every nook and corner 


vften push the white caneille from their 
places of domicile. It would not 
Le absolutely insufferable if it were not chiefly 
ihe result of laziness on the part of the 
“chosen race,’ whom the Radicals love so 
well. Laziness is the word and the epidemic. 
And we know that indolence begets a long 
train of vile practiees, and ends at last in fill- 
ing our jails. It is true that some of the idle 
negroes in the midst of us are not blameable 
for their condition—ihose, for example, who 
bave been thrown out of work by the stoppage 
of operations in our brickyards and other 
manufactories—but the great majority of them 
are idle and vicious from deliberate choice. 
We have one of hundreds of cases in point. A 
farmer in this vicinity recently needed a sniall 
number of negro men to dig potatoes for two 
weeks. Ile came to the city for that purpose, 
but all his efforts to engage the hands proved 
unavailing. Asa last and more hopeful resort 
he confided the job to three or four police 
officers. They spent severa) days among the 
loating blacks, but with no better success than 
the farmer, who had offered to pay them 
one dollar per day and board them.

They must steal, 
they do steal. And now that winter is fast ap- 
proachivg they will become less fastidious, 
lees timorous, and attempt to steal by whole- 
sale. We have in mind the vagabond class 
only, those who have dropped into Louisville in 
their predatory passage from pillar to post, 
and not our resident colored people, who are 
proverbially honest and industrious. We ad- 
vise these sluggards and rogues to look well to 
their hides, and cultivate honesty or the pro- 
tective influence of the Freedmen’s Burean, 
for onf citizens do not mean longer to be im- 
posed upon by them.

There has been forseveral days a fair loca) de- 
mand for flour in this market, and some transac- 
tions have been made on speculation, parties be- 
lieving that prices have touched bottom. In grain 
holders of wheat give it as their opinion that 
pric>s must advance at an early day. This ex- 
peetation ts based upon the supposition that farm- 
crs will from this time forward bold crops out of 
the market, and that this will advance prices by 
ereating scarcity. We believe all such advice 
bad, and are confident that those who follow it 
will have cause for regrets. The New York Jour- 
pal of Commerce of the 14th reviews the question 
of breadstuffs at some length; points out the ar- 
cuments used to induce farmers to send their 
grain forward. It also reviews the ill-advised ar- 
guments of those who urged a different policy, 
and says: 

We endeavored to counteract the effect of these 
reckless statements, and to show how much better 
it would be for all concerned that the produce 
should come forward freely early in the season 
without any such extravagant expectations of 

ice or demand. The farmer would receive the 
best price he was likely to obtain, and have the 
money In hand; the produce could be moved to 
ndvartage without crowding or c the 
channels of transportation; and an active local 
and return trade would be encouraged by the sale 
and movement at once of so large a portion of the 
? We pave reason to know that a large number of 
our readers heeded our advice to their own profit, 
and were thas saved from the disasters that over- 
took so many. Nota few of our hest exchanges 
gave sdditional currency to our views with their 
own indorsement, and-their subscribers owe 
them a debt of gratitude, for it required some 
courage to take the stan nst a speculation 
that seemed to favor ‘be ywoducing interests. 
Many, however, were carri away with the ex- 
citement, and embarked wildly in the promising 
venture. There was a little advance, sufficient 
to stimulate the hopes of the sanguine, and thus 
avery considerable capital was invested in the 
effort to control the market. A table giving the 
comparative prices at the time our first articles 
were published and at fhe present writing will 
furnish a more graphic picture of the result than 
cap be set forth in words.
